*fit of motorists private initiative, has taken in 
hand. Possibly we are on the even of a period 
iOf construction at private .expense of a' network 
of Jiigh speed highways far surpassing in service- 
ability the present state built roads. 


'Motorists want service and they are willing to 


pay for it, as the construction of five bridges at- 
tests. There are a good many drivers who would 
be willing to pay for the privilege of driving at 
fifty miles an hour over safe roads instead of 
crawling along over the present state highways.
